\\a.s 3d,000,000 b nshels more man a 
year ago, according to the estimates 
of the department of agriculture. The 
jiorcentage ot the prev ious season’s 
crop is a litUe more than last year, 
and practically the sarne as the av er­ 
age for the past decade. 
The quan­ 
tity, howev er, is ov er 20,000,000 b ush­ 
els in excess of the ten years’ av er­ 
age. The corn on the farmers’ hands 
is jinst a shade more than the av erage 
for ten years, while the percentage of 
the prev ious season’s crop is percep­ 
tib ly b elow the av erage. There would 
seem to b e enough of b oth grains on 
hand to av ert fears of a scarcity, for 
what is known in the trade as the 
v isib le supply is to b e added to the 
farm stocks, and it is v ery seldom 
that the agricultural correspondents 
of the department ov erestimate the 
production of the stocks b rought ov er.

An enormous crop of wheat has 
been g rown in Russia this year, plac­ 
ing that land for the first time at the 
head of wheat-g rowing countries. Its 
harvest of 783,000,000 bushels exceeds 
that of the United States by 26,(M)0,000 
bushels, and is g reater than its own 
previous record by about 100.000,000 
bushels. 
The development of wheat 
g rowing has been most rapid along 
the line of the Trans-Siberian railway. 
As the home consumption is small in 
proportion to population, this 
has 
made Russia one of the g reat sources 
pf supply for the rest of the world. 
France consumes much of the wheat 
that it g rows. 
The present price of 
wheat in the T-nited Stales, when 
placed ag ainst the surplus product of 
Russia, makes it more difficult for this 
country to hold its place as an ex­ 
porter of that cereal.
